There are some obscure points In 


the sugar question which Governor 
McKinley neglected to clear up in 
his speech to the Louisiana planters 
on Saturday last. Although he has 
become, in the vicissitudes of party, 
a champion of the sugar bounty, he 
was neither the author nor the advo- 
cate of the bounty clause in the tariff 
of 1890. l\or was' he originally in 
favor of the abolition of the duty on 
raw sugar and the substitution oC a 
bounty of two cents a pound for the 
protection of the planters of Louisi- 
ana. Tbe persistent champion of 
free raw sugar was Representative 
and Senator-elect Gear, of Iowa, who 
succeeded, after much effort, in bring 
ing around the Republican majority 
in the Committee of Ways and Means 
in its favor. 


The first printed draft of the tariff 


bill of 3890, which embodied the 
ideas of Mr. McKinley, contained a 
sugar schedule very much like the 
sugar schudle in -the present tariff. 
This schudle provided that all sugar 
under 10 degrees Dutch standard 
should be subject to a duty of 35 per 
cent., and that sugar above IB de- 
grees (refined) should pay a duty of 
40 per cent, ad valorem; but there 
was no question of a sugar bounty 
That was Governor McKinley's no- 
tion,of a sugar tariff in 1890. If it 
had been adopted It would have been 
more favorable to the refiners and 
ESS favorable to the Louisiana plant- 
ers than the present tariff. 


But later, against the opinion of 


Governor McKinley, the bill was 
amended in committee by making raw 
iugar free, putting a protective duty 
of four-tenths of a cent a pound on 
refined sugar, and giving a bounty of 
iwo cents a pound to the sugar pfant- 
rs. 
In 
this 
shape 
the 
bill 


passed 
the 
House; but in 
the 


Senate the protection to the refiners 
was increased from four-tenths of a 
cent a pound to half a cent a pound. 
It is not necessary to recall the vehe- 
ment denunciation of this surrender 
to the sugar monopoly in the New 
York Tribune and other Republican 
organs while the tarilt bill of .1890 
was still pending in Congress. 


It is creditable to Governor Mc- 


Kinley as a financier (in this regard, 
at least) thai; be was unwilling to 
dispoil the public Treasury of a large 
revenue from sugar. But ibis not 
worthy of him that he should have 
»one down to Louisiana to pose be- 
fore its planters as an original cham- 
pion of the sugar bounty, and to de- 
nounce in a Democratic tarill a sugar 
schedule which- does not materially 
differ from that which he himself 
favored in the Committee on Ways 
and Means. It is related that Gov- 
ernor MeKinley was very reluctant to 
go to New Orleans to flatter the 
sugar planters with the hope of a 
restoration of tlieir bounty; and well 
he might have been in view of this 
history. He has made himself the 
champion not ocly of an obnoxious 
acid iniquitous bounty, but of a tariff 
schedule which filched $20,000,000 
from 
the American people as a 


subsidy to the Sugar Trust, and at

Twice each, summer, iu Julynnd 


Axigust, the horse rnce. or "palio." 
and madiwyal procession take place 
In the: piazza-; at Sienna. Tho "pa- 
Bo" (so called from the banner given 
aa a prize), which has been run an- 
nually since 1C50—with very few 
modifications—is really a, contest be- 
tween the different districts of the 
town. These districts are called 
"eonteade,',' and each of these at the 
race is represented by nine or ton 
men an mediaeval costume and a 
horse. 


Bach horse entered for tho race 


rmujt first receive a benediction at 
th'j parish church of its contrada a 
few hours beiVre it runs. The 
church doors are thrown open that 
all who wish -to see the ceremony 
may outer, anfl in tho sacristy are 
shown, hxmg 011 walls, the "palri" 
won by the contrada at former 
races, -joine of them n, couple of cen- 
turies old. 


The priest stands waiting at the 


altar. All oyes are turned to the 
door for the entrance of the horse 
Possibly he deems it "an honor to 
which he was not born," foi it is 
only after Kmch clattering o£ hoofs 
and plunging that he can bo coaxed 
to enter and ia led up to tho high al- 
tar. Thus he stands (surrounded by 
tfee company of the contrtuW in full 
costume, tht> jockey, helmet on head, 
tho captain in full armor, standarc 
bearer, drummer and pages. It is 
the meet curious sight one can im 
agine in a church, the horses stand 
ing meekly before tho altar line 
those brilliant costumes groupec 
found. 


There is a moment's hush; then 


the priest steps forward and spriu 
Ides the-horse with holy water, roads j 
a few words of blessing in Latin and 
sprinkles him again. The spectators 
'give a lusty shout, and the horso is 
led triumphantly out. 


By half past 6 p. m. the piazza is 


crammed with people of all sorts and 
conditions, and the balconies and win- 
dows of the houses, decorated with 
brilliant draperies, are crowded. At 
the third gun nre the COIITHO is 
cleared by mounted carabineers, and 
the procession outers the piazza. 
First comes the town, band in plain 
modern dark blue uniforms, cocked 
hats, with white plumes, playing as 
it inarches; a pause, and then some 
eight or nine heralds trumpeting

3-Ky.™ and wearing the helmet, ride. The 


captains and their companies go on 
foot. 


The horses are ridcion without sad- 


dle or stirrups, and as they file out 
from under tho urchway of the pa- 
lazzo an official gives each jockey 
his nerbo. This is a whip made of 
ox sinew, and it is permissible dur- 
ing the race for n ruler to strike his 
rival jockeys and horses with thin 
formidable weapon—a remnant of 
middle age brutality. Woe to the 
man who gets etmek across the face 
with it. The jockey hats, now worn 
in place of the helmets, are of metal, 
painted, to guard the head against 
the blows. The horses arc at the start- 
ing point, tho signal is given, and 
they are off—a good start. Selva, or 
Wood, is the favorite and. leads from 
the first. Wo fear he will never keep 
up the pace, but lie does, and in tbo 
second round he is still ahead. The 
other nine horses are well together, 
the jockeys belaboring right and left 
with thoir norbi. The people arc ox- 
cited to the highest pitch. Tho noise 
is deafening, for these peasants have 
sturdy voices. Even tho strangers, 
who have come to see the spectacle 
and care not ono jot which contrada 
wins are constrained, out of sympa- 
thy to shout too.
